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Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar ) witl^ 
the intention of permanently settling in India ; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however* be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are non-citizens in category (f ) 
above who entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the constitution, viz., 26th 
January, 1950 and who have continued in such service since 
then. Any such person who re-entered or may re-enter such 
service with break after the 26th January, 1950. will, however, 
require certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

4. A candidate who does not 1st long to a Scheduled Caste or 
a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Territory 
of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union Territory of 
Goa, Daman and Diu, or is not a migrant from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar), shall not be permitted to compete 
more than twice at the examination, but this restriction shall 
be effective from the examination held in 1962. 

Non: 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall be 
deemed to have competed at the examination once for all 
the Services/ posts covered by the examination, if he com- 
petes for any one or more of the Services/postg. 

Noth 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
the examination if he. actually appears in any one or more 
subjects, 

5. (A) A candidate lor admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 years and must not have attained 
the age of 24 years on 1st January, 1972, i.c., he must have 
been born not eailicr than 2nd January, 1948, and not later 
than 1st January, 1954. 

(B) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to the age of 
35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly 
appointed as Stenographers (including language Stenogra- 
phers) /Clerks /Steno typists in the various Departments/Offices 
of the Government of India including those under the Union 
Territories Administrations or in the offices of the Election 
Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission, and have 
rendered not less than 3 years continuous service as Steno- 
grapher (including language Stenographer) /Clerk /Stcnotypist 
on 1st January, 1972 and continue to be so employed. 

Provided that the above age. relaxation will not be available 
to persons appointed as Stenographers, on the basis of earlier 
examinations, held bv the Union Public Service Commission, 
in : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Grade II; 
or 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
Grade II; or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers Sub -Cadre, or 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
Grade II; 

Note 1 . — Service rendered by R.M.S. Sorters employed in 
Subordinate offices of P. & T, Deptt. shall be treat- 
ed as service rendered in the grade of Clerk for 
purpose of Rule 5(B) above. 

Note 2. — Service rendered by Service clerks employed in 
Defence installations, shall not bo counted for the 
purpose of Rule 5(B) above, 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases* will be 
further relaxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona Ode displaced persou from East Pakistan 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st January, 
1964; 
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(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Carte or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated lo India on or after 1st 
January, 1964;

ment of October. 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zan7ibar). 

fix) up to a maximum of three tears if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and lias migrated lo Tndia] on or after 1st June. 
1963; 

Lx) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated t<p India on or after 1st 
June, 1963 

Lxi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of. and who belong to the {Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALT, IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

N.B. — (i) The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 5(B) above, is liable to be cancelled, if after sub- 
mitting his application, he resigns frorh service or his services 
arc terminated by his department, either before or after 
taking the examination. He will, hbwever continue to be 
eligible if he is retrenched from thp service or post after 
submitting his application. 

(iii) A Stenographer (including language Stenographer)/ 
Clerk /Stenotypist who is on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority will be eligible 
to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible.

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the service. 
A candidate who after such medicEil examination, as may 
be prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to 
satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. ^ Only such 
candidates as are likely to be considered for appointment will 
bo medically examined. 

Noit., — I n the case of disabled ex-De fence Services per- 
sonnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered 
adequate for the purpose of appointment. 

10. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

11. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

12. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annex lire I 
to the Commission’s Notice, 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

14. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
Hiiy other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in 
the examination ball may i in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, — 


(a) be debarred pcnimncntlv or for a specified period - 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview hdd by the 
Commission for selection of enndidates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment under 
them. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government, 

15. Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government of India.

for inclusion in the Select List of Grade II of the Central 
Secret a rat Stenographers Service and Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Stenographers Service up to the required number 
and for appointments unto the number of unreserved vacan- 
cies in other Service s/post s decided to be filled on the 
results of the examination. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes can not be filled on the basis of the general 
standard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard io make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject: to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in 
the Select List of Grade II of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers Service /Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers 
Service and for appointment to vacancies in other Services/ 
posts irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at 
the examination. 

17. Due consideration will be given, at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the pre- 
ferences expressed by a candidate for various Services/posts, 
at the time of his application (cf. col. 27 of the application 
form) . 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
bv the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

19. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate Is suitable 
ill all respects for appointments to the Service /post.

General Knowledge . — Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year Plans, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, every day 
science and such matters of every day observation as may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidates’ answers are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the ques- 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book 

Part B 

Scheme of Shorthand Tests 

The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tesLs, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 
minutes respectively. 

The Shorthand Tests in Hindi will comprise two dictation 
tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minutes for 10 minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 65 minutes 
respectively.
